“You wouldn’t get this 
kind of interest if students

Kitchin said. He feels more 
emphasis should be placed on 
technical education for stu- 
dents to find jobs after gradu- 
ation. “This is a critical time 
to expose kids to this, before 
they go on to make future 
decisions. Girls and boys are 
equally interested in wood- 
shop, electricity, and magnet- 
ism now.” 

In the next room, second- 
year device engineer Michelle 
Guy stood beside a detailed 
map of electronic components 
on a microchip. The map, 
two feet by three feet, which 
took 2 years to design, trans- 
lates into a 3 millimeter sili- 
cone microchip which fit deli- 
cately on the tip of her finger. 


When asked what she loves © 


most about her job, Guy 
responds, “Overcoming tech- 
nical challenges.” 

“We’re fortunate to have this 
engineering and technology 
lab,” said co-teacher David 
Pinette, who sees a direct cor- 
relation between hands-on 
learning and the connections 
students make in the class- 
room. “They make cross-con- 
nections in math, science, and 
social studies. They mention 
the relationships between 
what they see at the tech fair 
and what they do with Chuck 
Kitchin in his science class.”

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Concern over Middle School discipline

WILMINGTON’ - The Wilmington 
School Committee members had a lot 
to say and many questions to be 
answered after the school committee 
meeting. As reported last week, while 
the data displayed a decrease in sus- 
pensions, the way in which the school 
handles the suspensions and discipline 
issues in the modern cyber age was a 
point of contention. 

Superintendent Joanne Benton stated 
that she was appalled at the language 
many of the middle school students 
were using, especially when she and 
high school principal Linda Peters 
investigated an anonymous twitter 
account last weekend. The mixing of 
middle school students, an already 
volatile and unpredictable age, with 
the anonymity and instantaneous 
access of the internet is a recipe for 
trouble, and the middle school is strug- 
gling to keep up with modernity in that 
regard. 

Many students take photographs and 
post them on Instagram or other social 
media sites during the day. While the 
administration does their best to limit 
student access to telephones, Benton 
believes this is a losing battle as stu- 
dents are growing up using their 
phones from earlier stages of educa- 
tion forward. 

“Students as young as fourth and fifth 
grade are using iPhones now. We need

to embrace technology and recognize 
that we need to encourage students to 
do good with their technology as 
opposed to bad,” said Benton. 

The technology in the hands of stu- 
dents has lead to many issues in recent 
months. When a minor incident occurs 
and is handled internally, wildly mis- 
leading stories leak out from students 
phones into the internet, where any- 
one—including the students parents 
and families—can read the messages 
and worry about their students safety. 
The language used on the internet has 
been a serious issue for Benton, as she 
feels it is “outrageous and horrible lan- 
guage” that these young students—12, 
13, and 14—are using. 

Many school committee members, 
most vocally Mrs. Byrnes, wanted to 
learn and understand the middle 
school’s discipline plan. The handbook 
spells out the offenses in black and 
white language, and students are held 
to its measures strictly, says the 
administration. Middle school princi- 
pal Christine McMenimen stated that 
the presence of Resource Officer Fiore 
helped reduce incidents as well as his 
guidance and positive role modeling 
helped to sooth tensions. 

McMenimen also stated that the 
flare-ups in behavior were somewhat 
seasonal, with the more egregious dis- 
cipline issues occurring “In the times 
before winter break, February break 
and in the spring when the weather 
heats up.”

Byrnes asked if it might be me 
for more guidance counselors to be 
present in the students’ lives, which 
may help to alleviate issues. 
McMenimen said that the guidance 
department was working hard.to be 
more present. At that point, Byrnes 
recommended that. guidance officials 
scan the lunch room and look for stu- | 
dents who might be in need of helpand 4 
guidance. 

McMenimen also said that teachers 
were doing a good deal of outreach. 
“Many of my teachers are staying after 
school for an hour or more, on ‘their 
own time, so that students can: play 
basketball together. When these‘ at- 
risk students are playing basketball, 
they are not at the plaza, perhaps get- 
ting involved in things they shouldn’t 
be.” Hi. 


Benton also stated that she expects 
the issue of school discipline to ‘be a 
bigger issue in the coming months; ‘as _ 
new legislation will make it impossible 
for schools to expel students. Schools 
will be forced to educate students: they 
would normally expel either in-house 
or at a facility, and Benton said ‘she 
would like to see a contingency plan 
implemented that would account-for 
that. “Some students, frankly, should 
not be allowed back in the school body. 
We will have to find a way to educate 
them, be it via a self contained: unit 
within the school, internet classes; or 
some other method. ?

3 percent over the same thresholds. 

The AMT exemption jumps to $82,100 for couples, and the 
phase-out zone for couples starts at $156,500. The 20-percent 
top rate on dividends and long-term gains starts at $457,600.

“This bill will address both 
public safety and the envi- 
ronmental impact of gas 
leaks,” said Senator Stephen

Means. “It requires gas 
companies to immediately 
fix any hazardous gas leaks, 
and facilitates improve- 
ments to worker safety pre- 
cautions, all while comply- 
ing with greenhouse gas 
emission reduction targets.” 

The pe identifies a three- 


tiered classification system 
to identify natural gas leaks 
in the Commonwealth, rang- 
ing from a Grade 1 haz- 
ardous leak that requires 
immediate repair to a Grade 
3 non-hazardous leak that 
must be reevaluated during 
the next scheduled survey or 
within one year. Grade 2 
leaks represent a probable 
future hazard and must be 
repaired within one year. 

In addition, gas leaks that 
are identified within a 
school zone must be priori- 
tized under this bill and 
requires the Department of 
Public Utilities (DPU) to 
authorize the use of explo- 
sives within 500 yards of a 
natural gas pipeline. 

Each gas company is also 
required to report the loca- 
tions, classification date and 
repair schedule of all leaks 
and include details on the 
reclassification of previous- 
ly identified leaks. 

To ensure the safety of 
each community, gas com- 
panies must be notified of 
any significant projects for 
public ways that exposes 
natural gas infrastructure 
and the project area must be 
surveyed for the presence of 
gas leaks. 

If a gas company or public 
safety official determines 
that a gas leak caused an 
explosion, DPU is required 
to issue findings on if fur- 
ther investigation is neces- 
sary to determine the cause 
of the explosion. 

The bill allows gas compa- 
nies to propose plans to 
address aging or leaking 
natural gas infrastructure

three years will provide 
financial relief to those 
workers struggling to make 
ends meet, while allowing 
businesses time to address 
how they wish to implement 
the change” said Rep.

The increase is good news 
for low-income families, who 
often struggle to make ends 
meet and turn to public 
assistance due to the finan- 
cial situations before them,

‘That won’t do. Yes, “know- 


ing” cheese is as complex as 

knowing wine, so it can be 

intimidating. But really, you don’t have to be a connoisseur 
‘to find a wonderfully flavorful cheese that’s just perfect for 
your particular taste buds. It’s as simple as asking ques- 
‘tions and then letting the experts steer you in the right 
direction. Take Formaggio’s in Cambridge, the ultimate 
gourmet cheese shop. The help is willing to “customize” 
your purchase by how you describe what you like. This is 
‘what I said that led me to the most heavenly sheep cheese 
‘(imported from Italy) that I have ever tasted: “It can’t be 
‘soft or spreadable, not rubbery either, something hard, not 
‘too hard though, crumbly with a bite to it.” The clerk kept 
offering me tiny samples on tiny spoons while I savored and 
‘pondered the palatableness - until that mmmmmm 
‘moment. That’s the one. 

_ This is not to say you can’t find delicious cheese at the 
‘super market. Last year while standing in front of the 
imported cheese display, picking things over, picking things 
up, reading labels and so on, a gentleman asked if I wanted 
help. He looked impressive, dressed in a suit, and seemed 
‘very knowledgeable about cheese. Turned out he was the 
‘buyer for that store. After going back and forth for only a 
‘minute, he suggested something he was sure I would like. 
‘And he was right. I’ve been buying Uniekaas Reserve, nat- 
‘urally-aged-gouda imported from Holland, ever since. 

_ Recently my search for tantalizing cheese pulled me 
toward Bob’s Deli in Medford, just about the best deli 
‘around this area. But what keeps me coming back to Bob’s 
is.the mozzarella balls - the big buttery-looking ones, the 
‘ones that are tied at the.top, like a sack filled with and ooz- 
ing with rich velvety cultured cream fit for a king. Are you 
‘still with me or already on your way to Bob’s? 

| But my love of cheese goes further than satisfying my 
‘appetite. I wanted to find cheese made locally somewhere 
in New England. And as luck would have it, quite by chance 


I heard about a goat farm in Sterling, Massachusetts that. 


‘made their own goat cheese right there on the premises. 
First, I have to let you know that I love goats. I’m attract- 
ed to all farm animals, although a little afraid of most, so 
‘God knows why my fondness for goats is so strong. My only 
explanation is that I must have been a farmer in another 
life. I recruited my cousin Joe to take a ride to the Crystal 
‘Brook Farm (1740), about forty-five miles from here. We

took scenic Route 62 all the way. Going through all those old 


. mill towns, being lost in a daydream from a past era, was a 


big part of the fun and pleasure of driving to Sterling., _ 

As we drove along the narrow winding roads, through 
miles of rolling hills with farm houses far apart, I thought) 
of how rural Massachusetts is like another country: com-, 
pared to the Boston area. So, close, yet oh so far away. 

The Crystal Brook Farm was very quiet as we pulled, in - 
not a soul around. Their retail store was dwarfed by the 
huge barn, but I could see a sign. Well. The self-serve store 
was probably six feet by eight feet, with two dorm-sized 
refrigerators, one with goat cheese, the other with eggs. A 
clothesline was strung across a corner with two t-shirts 
hung with clothespins. Hand-written signs listed the prices. 
We bought cheese, eggs and t-shirts, and put our money. ina 
coffee tin. Of course, we went looking for goats, trudging 
down the hill and around to the side of the barn. A few goats 
were waiting - then another and another appeared: when 
they heard our voices. And then more (!) until there had to 
be fifty cute adorable goats, from babies to big ones, had 
slowly “herded” toward us. A wire fence kept them from 
getting too close so we went completely around to the other 
side to see if we could get closer. Like a slow-motion film, 
the whole herd “floated” inside through the barn andiover to 
the side where we were, so we could touch them. Their pro- 
tection dog was as beautiful and friendly to us as the:goats 
were. I wanted to pet and hug every goat, but as much as I 
love goats, it was the dog that stole my heart. - To think; 
here’s a dog with a very responsible job - fearlessly pro- 
tecting a big herd of goats from coyotes and knowing ‘the dif- 
ference between people and predators - having to ee with 
one eye open. 

A kind of dual personality disorder came over me. For a 
moment I wanted to be a goat farmer - to never leave the 
Crystal Brook Farm. The drive from metro to meadow, 
traveling on rural roads, was like a pilgrimage into the past 
century. You can call it déja vu but there was something 
awfully familiar about me being with these goats - and 
“that” dog. Oh, did I mention that the “protection” dog 
greeted me with soft ears, a wild wagging tail and nizzled 
my neck as I leaned over, as if I’d been away too long?

§trong, a group of 25 friends and family members, ran the 
marathon to raise money for a scholarship fund named for 
Tint, And the college held a ceremony Friday to honor him. At 
that ceremony, Cambridge Mayor David P. Maher announced 
that, the corner of Main and Vassar Street will be dedicated as 
Sean ‘Collier Square. 

Collier was called in to help with dispatch when news of the 
bombings broke in Boston, across the Charles River from the 
MIT campus in Cambridge. 

"Sean knew that we were all worriers in the family, so he 
texted us all and said: 'I'm fine, but I'm very busy. I'm at 
work," Lynch said. 

Days later, he was shot and killed in his cruiser hours after 
the FBI released photos and video of brothers Tamerlan and 
Dzhokhar Tsarnaev as the bombing suspects. Investigators 
say they shot him while attempting to take his gun. He was 26. 


The manhunt in Watertown 


Collier’s killing and the suspects’ subsequent assault on offi- 
éeets in Watertown kicked off a manhunt unlike any seen in 
recent history, where public safety officers from cities and 
towns across Massachusetts, along with federal officers, con- 
verged on a neighborhood in Watertown to perform a house to 
house search.

Days later, his department put together a vigil for the family 


and community to honor Officer Collier. They did it in three 
hours. 

“That shows you the resilience of people in law enforcement. 
It’s the can-do attitude to get to work that these officers have,” 
he said. A speaker list came together in thirty minutes, and the 
community stepped up. All eyes were on Wilmington Common 
that day. 

“People grieve in different ways, ours is to get busy,” 
explained Begonis. “We keep working, finding ways to help, 
and that’s helps us get through the process.” 


Collier grew up in Wilmington 


Collier was the fifth of six children from Wilmington. He — 


studied criminal justice at Salem State University, working for 
a time as a civilian at the Somerville Police Department. 

"He was a young guy with an old soul, mature beyond his 
years," Bob Trane, a former Somerville alderman whose ward 


includes the home where Collier lived, said the day after the — 


shooting. "He was old school — 
ed. " 
He adored the Boston Celtics,. taught young people to box and 


respectful, courteous, dedicat- 
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helped out at a homeless shelter. When the MIT Outing Club 
headed to Newfoundland for a weekend of hiking, Collier 
joined them. 

Lynch recalled feeling relieved when her brother landed 
what she thought would be a quiet gig at MIT. 

"Then he called me after his first week and. said, 'I made my 
first traffic stop and they pulled a knife on me,'" she said. "I 
remember thinking, 'Oh my goodness, maybe this is not as 
safe as I thought." " 

The family was so distraught after the shooting that they 
paid little attention to the details of what happened. Even now, 
Lynch said, she knows little more about the circumstances of 
his death than what she has read in the news. 

"T still don't know if I know everything that kind of happened 
that night," she said. "I can't even tell you the kid's name. I'd 
recognize it, but if you asked me what it was, I couldn't tell 
you." 

Team Collier Strong is raising money for the MIT Sean 
Collier Scholarship Fund, which will help put one person a 
year through a criminal justice program. 

"He may have lived a very short 26 years of his life, but, in 
that 26 years he lived it with absolutely no regrets," she said. 
"I think if he could tell us now he would say, 'I lived a very 
good life and I'm happy with the life that I led." 

Asked about the possibility of a death penalty for Dzhokhar 
Tsarnaev, who alone is heading for trial in the bombings since 
his brother died during the getaway, Lynch said she's putting 
her faith in the justice system. 

The state has the right to hit Dzhokhar Tsarnaev with 
charges in Collier's killing once the federal bombing casé is 
resolved. 

"If I had a chance to talk to him, I don't know that I would 
even take that opportunity," she said. "It's just such a very 
small, insignificant part of the larger picture.".

MIKE IPPOLITO 
Sports Correspondent 
sports @yourtowncrier.com 
BOSTON -- The Boston 
Athletic Association said 99- 
percent of the runners who 
started the 2014 Boston 
Marathon went the distance 

and finished it. 

“The one word I have to 
describe it all - epic,” race 
director Dave McGillivray 
told reporters Tuesday at a 
post-race news conference. 

McGillivray said the spirit 
on display throughout the 
event _proved it will not be 
defined by the 2013 bomb- 
ings. 

“We will never see this 
again, this was a race for the 
ages for sure,” he said. 

Only 15 unofficial runners, 
known as ‘bandits’, tried to 
enter ‘the race. McGillivray 
said that number used to be 
3,000. 

He added that there were 
‘more than one million spec- 
tators: along the 26.2 mile 
course and several million 
more following the race 
around the world. 

The 32,144 runners who fin- 
ished the 2014 marathon can 
have their medals engraved 
for free at the Marathon 
Sports on Boylston Street 
near the finish line. 

There were many great sto- 
ries in this year’s marathon, 
starting with the winner, Meb 
Keflezighi of San Diego, 
California, who became the 
first American to win the 
world’s most famous 
marathon since Greg Meyer 
back in 1983. Keflezighi fin- 
ished in a timé of 2:08:37, to 
beat. second place finisher 
Wilson Chebet of Kenya 
(2:08:48) by 11 seconds. 

More history was made on 
the women’s side of the race 
with Kenya’s Rita Jeptoo 
braking her own world 
record to win in a time of 
2:18:57. Jeptoo beat second 
place finisher Buzunesh Deb 
(2:19:59) by over one minute. 

While history was made at 
the front of the pack, there 
were many. others making 
history of their own through- 
out. the course, as competi- 
tors battled all day in the 
extremely warm weather 
conditions just to make it to 
the:finish line. Among those 
' making history were many 
local runners from 
Tewksbury and Wilmington. 

The top local finisher was 
29-year old Carl Hartford of 
Wilmington, who. finished in 
a time of 2:39:49. Not only 
was Hartford the top local 
finisher, but he finished 333rd 
overall in the packed field. 

Other Wilmington runners 
included 58-year old Vladimir 
Luppoy, who finished in a 
remarkable 3:21:17, as well as 
the top Wilmington female 
finisher Kathryn Riley in a

BOSTON ~ Nancy Lively 
did not know Sean Collier, 
the young MIT police officer 
and Wilmington resident 
who was murdered during 
last year’s terrorist bombing 
at the Boston Marathon. 


Nor has she been a lifelong 
resident of Wilmington, hav- 
ing moved her just five years 
ago. But it did not take her 
and her husband Chris long 
to realize what it meant to

Renick part of amazing racing, fundraising team

BOSTON - Back in Iowa, at 
North Cedar High School, 
Nicolle Renick still holds her 
high school record for 
fastest time in the 1,500 
meters. That record during 
the cross country season 
happened in 1997 and now 17 
years later, the 34-year-old 
was part of another record 
so to speak. 

On Monday afternoon, she 
was part of team that raised 
over $425,000 to support the 


Massachusetts/New

ically Frontotemporal 
Dementia, which affects

A little while ago, the 


Rennick family decided that 
Gary, 61, needed to be place 
in an assistant living home 
back in Wisconsin, but in.a 
few months from now he will 
be moving from to North 
Andover to be closer to one 
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2008..(her. 11th Boston -and 
17th marathon overall), she 
knew she would be ready for 
her 12th Boston come April 
21, 2014. 

“For the first time in 30 
years I was not at the Boston 
Marathon but many of my 
friends were there both to 
support and/or run,” she 
said. “My husband was in 
the Lenox Hotel at the time 
of the first bombing. I work 
for the Commuter Rail and 
was alerted right away of 
what was happening. 

“Like everyone else I was 
concerned about my family 
and friends and unable to 
reach any of them. Thank 
God for Facebook. It was 
how I found out Chris was 
OK and learned that, by the 
grace of God, all of my run- 
ning friends were OK. I felt 
helpless and angry and 
knew I was going to come 
back and run the marathon 
in 2014.”

BOSTON ‘- For _ years, 
Wilmington-resident Robin 
Kanter viewed the Boston 
Marathon as a challenge she 
was determined to one day 
face. 

On Monday’ morning, 
Kanter finally got the chance 
to step up to the line and ful- 
fill that dream. It was a hard 
fought and hard won experi- 
ence, but one for which she 
could not be more proud, fin- 
ishing with a time of 5:48. 

“It’s an. amazing feeling 
when you’re running down 
Boylston and seeing the 
packs of people cheering you 
on to finish,” Kanter said. 
“When you turn that last cor- 
ner, it seems so long. And it 
seems like you aren’t getting 
any closer to the end. But 
when you do finish, the 
moment of pride and the 
sense of accomplishment are 
incredible.” 

A special education teacher 
for Framingham High 
School, Kanter had long felt 
the desire to earn her way 
into a spot in the Boston 
Marathon, long before she 
even began a serious running 
career. That running career 
did not begin until 2011, when 
she was introduced to the 
Merrimack Valley Striders. 


‘Impressed by the running 


club’s openness to inexperi- 
enced runners, Kanter 
signed up. She began to fire 
through the levels of distance 
races. She ran seven half 
marathons in 2012 alone, all 
before progressing to her 
very first marathon in March 
of last year. 

But while Kanter enjoyed 
her other experiences, none 
of them carried the same 
weight or potential as the 
Boston Marathon. 

“There are so few events 
that are this big and mean ‘so 
much,” she said. “With other 
races, they’ll accept anyone 
who shows up. With the 
Boston Marathon, you need 
to earn the privilege to par- 
ticipate.” 

After last year’s tragedy, 
that importance increased 
tenfold. Kanter recalled 
receiving urgent text mes-

One guy raised $33,000 him- 
self. But the thing about this 
group compared to the oth- 
ers is everyone in it has that 
personal connection. We all 
have a family member who 
is associated with this so you 
just have that personal con- 
nection and you can identify 
with each other a lot more.” 

It also would mean a lot 
more to her this time around 
if she and her friends fin- 
ished the entire 26.2 mile 
journey. That they did. 

“Last year I was about half 
way through and I had to 
stop because I was ill,” she 
said. “It was nice to be able 
to recapture ‘that finish line 
and be able to finish again. 
But the rest of the runners I 
trained with weren't able to 
finish last year because of 
the attacks so for all of us to 
be able to finish this year 
was just amazing.” 


Temperatures soared to the 
low 70s and that didn't make 
running 26 miles all that 
comfortable. 

“It was hot and warmer 
than I expected,” she said. “I 
left my house at 4:30 in the 
morning and there was still 
frost on the windows, so it 
definitely got warmer than I 
had expected.” 

Like most of the runners, 
the first half of Monday's 
race went fine but the sec- 
ond half was a big struggle 
because of the rising tem- 
peratures. Around the 13 
mile mark, things got a little 
bit uneasy but Renick wasn't 


’ going to let that stop her for 


the second straight time. 

“The energy was fantastic 
and I definitely had a good 
start,” she said. “The second 
half of the race was hot and 
even when I hit the hills I 
felt pretty good: I did feel 
the heat a little bit and did 
get queasy for a bit. I kind of 
knew that I had to finish but 
I wasn't going to be stupid 
about it either. I sat down for 
a bit, and people had some 
ice chips and that helped a 
lot.” 

After that short break, she 
was back at it - she attacked 
the three hills, including

HeartBreak, and was able to 
pull through over the second 
half of the course. 

“I was able to regroup and 
the crowd was amazing,” she 
said.

their memory. 

“They were my biggest 
fans. I vowed to run one last 


_ marathon in memory of 


them,” Lively said. “I tore 
my left hamstring mid- 
February and had to take the 
rest of the training season 
off to devote to physical ther- 
apy but was determined to 
run and I did. It was not my 


prettiest finish but I dedicat-. 


ed my run in their memory 
and raised money for their 
favorite. charity, Make A 
Wish.” 

Which brought her to this 
year’s race. Once again the 
training was not easy, but 
once again she’ was deter- 
mined to run and to finish in 
Collier’s memory: 

“Throughout 2013 I was 
injured. I had a torn rotator 
cuff and, of all things, a 
stress fracture in my lower 
left tibia. It was frustrating 
as the clock was ticking and 
I needed to get my 26.2 train- 
ing kicked off.

_of 2013 at all,” Lively said. 


“However I was determined 
to run and do what I could to 
participate and give back.

Wilmington Little League kicks off 51st season in style 


Helbert tandem highlight of opening activities

WILMINGTON - On 
Sunday morning, hundreds 
of Wilmington boys and girls 


poured out onto Church 
Street for the annual Little 
League kick-off parade. The 
young players and their 
coaches marched past hun- 
dreds of gathered fans on 
their way to Rotary Park, 
kicking off the 51st season of 
Wilmington Little League in 
style. 

Lending a helping hand to 
the proceedings were retired 
CSM John Helbert III and 
his son, SFC John Helbert 
IV, a veteran of a nine- 
month tour in Afghanistan. 
The pair threw the ceremo- 
nial first pitch to announce 
the season. 

“It’s good for the kids,” 
said the elder Helbert. “It’s 
great to have this big open- 
ing: ceremony for them to 
participate in. It’s great to 
be out here and helping the 
community.” 
©The league was proud to 
have hosted. the © distin- 
guished veterans to the day’s 
festivities. 

“That’s what our communi- 
ty does,” said league presi- 
dent Rick Hill. “We support 
the. people who support our 
country. We want them to 
know that they are not doing 
that anonymously. We want 
them to know how much we 
appreciate. If we can do 
something special for a cou- 
ple of guys on a Saturday 
morning, that’s awesome.” 

Also marking the occasion 
was State Representative 
James Miceli. Miceli pre- 
sented Hill with a citation 
from the State House, lavish- 
ing praise on the volunteers 
and community members 
who labor to keep little 
league alive and running in 
Wilmington. 

“It takes an awful lot of 
people to make this program 
go,” Miceli reminded the 
crowd. 


Time was taken to honor 
one of the instrumental fig- 
ures in keeping the league 
going. Retiring Board of 
Director member Rob 
Medros was presented with 
an authentic Louisville 
Slugger bat, inscribed with 
his name. It was a symbol of 
gratitude for the departing 
Medros, in return for his five 
years of dedicated service to 
the league.

“Captain America: The 
Winter Soldier” is an exciting 
mix of traditional superhero 


and contemporary political 


conspiracy as Steve Rogers 
battles enemies close to home 
and from his past. 

“Captain America” is a 
grittier, more dangerous and 
darker movie than you’ve 
come to expect from entries 
in the Marvel movie universe. 

The film tackles more 
adult topics than the usual 
popcorn blockbuster. 

The movie basically asks 


. the question, “Who’s watching 


the watchers?” as it seems 
S.H.IE.L.D. may have 
become too powerful in its 
zeal to protect the world from 
enemies at home and abroad. 

As Steve Rogers, aka 
Captain America (Chris 
Evans) learns, no one can be 
trusted. 

The basic plot of “The 
Winter Soldier” is the under- 
mining of S.H.LE.L.D. and 
the corruption of power. 

Joining Cap is Natasha 
Romanoff, aka Black Widow 
(Scarlett Johansson) and a 
new ally, Steve Wilson, aka 
Falcon (Anthony Mackie). 

In his newest adventure, 
you have a superhero with 
1940s sensibilities about duty, 
country and patriotism bat- 
tling the present geopolitical 
landscape where cynicism 
and distrust are the norm. 

The film wastes little time 
in getting to the good stuff, as 
Cap makes quick work of a 
band of Algerian pirates who 
have taken hostage the crew 
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of a S.HIE.L.D. vessel. 
Providing a super-assist in the 
rescue is Black Widow, who is 
on board the ship for a secret 
mission other than the saving 
the crew. 

“Captain America: The 
Winter Soldier” offers some 
great surprises for devoted 
comic book fans, lots of excite- 
ment and a touch or two of 
humor.

BACK TO THE FARM 
(WINCHESTER) 

“What’s the town doing 
with the Wright-Locke Farm? 
Waiting,” notes the 
Winchester edition of the 
“Daily Times Chronicle.” 

“Even though the ‘market 
has rebounded from 2011 - the 
last time the town put out an 
RFP for the remaining 12.5 
acres at the farm - no one is in 
a rush to put out another 
one... Selectman Lance 
Grenzeback hosted a public 
informational session to give 
interested parties an update 
on where things are headed 
and to also give them a 
chance to ask any questions. 

“One reason the town isn’t 
rushing to have the land devel- 
oped has to do with money. 
The -bill, as it were, won’t 
come due until 2017. Currently, 


the town is only paying inter- 
est on the farm ($40,000 per 
year). When the bill does 
come, it could cost residents 
up to an additional $125 a year 
on their tax bill (coincidental- 


ly, the farm bill and high’ 


school bill are set to arrive at 
the same time; both could run 
taxpayers more than $900 a 
year). 

“This entire problem, if it 
is a problem, started when the 
town exercised its first right of 
refusal on the farmland seven 
years ago to stop an unwanted 
development from Avalon Bay. 
Originally, the Hamilton fami- 
ly wanted to sell the land to 
Avalon Bay for $14M; however, 
the town stepped in and paid 
the money itself to take con- 
trol of the property. 

“In order for that to hap- 
pen, residents passed an over- 
ride. Once the sale was com- 
plete, the town created the 
Wright-Locke Farm 
Conservancy. Today, the con- 
servancy has a 30-year lease 
on lots A and C. The other two 
lots, D and E, are the ones the 
town has twice put out for 
development. 

“First came Abbott 
Development in 2008 who 
promised $12M for the land. 
Town Meeting accepted but 
Abbott defaulted. Three years 
later, the town tried again 
with less success (they heard 
from three developers willing 
to build the Abbott plan but 
not offering Abbott money). 

“Oddly, the town was 
rejecting the exact plans they 
were asking for....”
